Away  down  in  the  southwest 
./orner  of  the  map  of  this  great 
nation  of  ours,  tucked  away  behind 
mountain  barriers,  is  the  sun-kissed, 
sea-wasbed  region  that  draws  each 
to  it  an  army  of  tourists 
f  ^  "ic^  seekers  for  that  price- 

'-^'S^  less  joy  that's  vahied 
most  when  it's  lost— 
I  S  bere,  all  the  way  across  the 
iU'.L  ui'sert  region,  across  New  Mexico 
and  Arizona,  across  sandv  wastes  and  cactus-spread  j^lains  into  the 
Cabfornia  oasis  country,  where  water  and  wisdom  have  helped  make 
a  paradise  for  all  who  believe  that  Nature  is  the  best  of  doctors.  It's 
a  sunshine  orgy  all  the  way.  And  Los  Angeles,  with  its  palms  and 
olives,  its  crumbling  adobes,  side  by  side  with  thirteen-story  fire-proof, 
steel  business  blocks,  electric  railway  cars  whizzing  everywhere— what 
a  marvel  of  the  Past,  jostled  by  Progress!  Here  are  hotels  of  all  sorts 
and  sizes,  and  homes  that  are  marvels  of  luxury  and  elegance.  Here 
you  can  study  climatology  and  sociology,  with  variations;  can  view 
the  simple  life  through  the  eyes  of  the  man  whose  only  home  is  a 
covered  wagon;  or,  you  can  get  a  permit  to  enter  the  iron  gatewav  of  the 
park  of  some  retired  billionaire. 


But  here  is  only  one  small  l  oriier  ol'  Out-of-door  Land.  I'lic  ]in]y 
fathers  of  Mexico  and  old  Si)ain  found  that  out  ovei'  a  huiidi-cd  \cars 
ago,  when  they  started  from  Loretto,  in  Baja  ('aliforuia.  to  make  ilicii- 
mission  pilgrimage  up  the  Alta  California  coast.  From  San  Diego  and 
Los  Angeles  they  headed  northerly,  estal)lis]iing  tlieir  mission  slations 
a  day's  journey  apart.  In  sheltered  valleys,  beside  live  oak  ti'ees  Tliat 
then  were  centuries  old,  on  foothill  slopes  that  l()6k  far  to  seaward,  by 
never-failing  water  courses,  they  planted  the  cross,  and  marked  out 
the  boundaries  of  their  holdings.  Xo  wide  roadways  could  l)e  tlionglit 
of,  but  comiecting  these  mission  stations  there  soon  was  marked  a  brojid 
trail— Caini)io  Real— the  Highway  of  the  King.  ]^;'rliai is  — wliu 
knows!  — this  name  of  the  mission  jiathway,  up  along  the  alluring  eea>t. 
was  given  to  do  double  honor— to  the  King  of  Kings,  whose  cross  the 
padres  bore  ever  before  them,  and  to  that  royal  mouiirch  of  Castile, 
whose  bidding  they  were  doing  in  aiding  to  carry  his  flag  and  his 
dominion  into  the  unknown  west  of  the  new  woi'ld.  V])  the  coast  this 
old  highway  ran— and  today  the  steel  highway  of  The  Road  of  a  Thousand 
AVonders  follows  closely  at  ]na]iy  points  this  old  trail  of  the  padres  — 
joining  the  missions  of  Los  Angeles,  San  Gabriel.  San  Fernando, 


San  Buenaventura,  Santa  Barbara,  La  Purissima,  Santa  Ynez,  San  Luis 
Obispo,  San  Miguel,  San  Antonio,  Soledad,  Carmel,  San  Juan,  Santa 
Cruz,  and  others,  just  as  musically  named.  The  railway  touches  or  runs 
close  to  all  of  these.  At  all  these  spots 
these  wise  men  of  the  long  ago  found 
most  attractive  sites,  some  amid  natural 
scenery  of  suri)assing  grandeur,  but  all 
under  health-giving  sun,  and  bathed  by 
pure  air,  with  a  benign  climate  the  year 
around  tliat  made  these  missionaries  the 
en^'>'  of  other  laborers  whose  duty  kept 
them    in    more    rigorous    climes.  At 
Sonoma,  a  little  north  of  San  Francisco, 
the  King's  Highway  ended,  but  adven- 
turous si)irits  ])ushed  on  northerly,  u[) 
the  headwaters  of  the  Sacramento,  and 
over   the   mountains   into   the  Oregon 
wilderness,  there  to  meet  the  trails  of  the 
tra|»i)ers  and  cmif/er  des  hois  of  the  old 
Hudsoirs  Bay  (  V)m])any,  backed  by  the 
]>o\V(lcr  and  tlie  guns  and  the  flag  of  King 
(ieorge.     And  so,  over  this 
trail  of  the  trappers,  runs 
I  lie  steel  highway  of  today, 
! It '.'i ring  the  tourist  traveler 
ill    I'dinfort    amid  historic 
scenes,    and    sliowing  him 
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a  quaint,  low-poi-clied, 
tliiek-walied  adobe 
i-aucli-l:'.or.se.  close  by 
the  train  — a  type  in 
its  way  of  the  Cali- 
fornia life  that  is 
imst,  when  the  wheels 
of  progress  moved 
slowly,  if  they  moved 
at  all,  and  a  wiry  bronco  was  just  as  satisfying  as  a  racing 
motor  car. 

Some  \ears  ago  the  books  of  Charles  Nordhoff,  correspondent  and 
journalistic  free-lance,  were  widely  read,  largely  because  he  had  the 
gift  of  seeing  and  of  making  others  see  through  his  words  with  his  eyes. 
His  letters  to  eastern  publications  were  filled  with  his  vivid  pictures 
of  this  southland  country.  The  pictures  stayed  long  with  him,  for  in 
the  snug  Ojai  valley,  close  by  the  Coast  Line,  where  now  a  town  bears 
his  name,  he  came  and  made  his  home  for  many  years.  This  vale  of 
Ojai.  framed  by  rugged  mountains,  is  one  of  Nature's  sanitariums. 
Crowds  of  health-seekers  come  here  annually  to  enjoy  the  dry  air,  cooled 
to  reasonable  comfort  by  the  nearness  to  the  sea.  Up  here,  besides 
some  good  hotels  and  sanitariums,  is  the  Thacher  school,  where  lads  are 
prepared  for  college,  prepared  physicalh^  as  well  as  mentally,  riding  in 
the  open  air,  and  caring  for  a  bronco  or  two,  dividing  the  honors  in  the 
curriculum  with  volumes  of  Cicero  or  Virgil.  The  Ojai  country  is 
tributary  to  San  Buenaventura— another  musically  named  mission  town.

A  tlinttv  citv  ]s  San  Buenaventura,  with  tertiJe  valJevb 
close  at  liand.  and  wondrous  views  of  sea  and  land  from  its  sloping' 
hillsides.  All  the  way  irom  San  Buenaventura  to  Santa  Barbara 
and  lieyond.  the  traveler,  looking  westward,  is  under  the  spell  of  the 
sea.  for  the  track  skirts  the  coast  upon  the  bluff  high  above  the 
Itooniiiig'  surf,  and  yet  close  enough  to  gain  at  first  hand  ever- 
cliaiiuiiig-  i)ietures  of  clouds  and  sea  and  sky,  with  an  occasional 
steaiiici'  or  sailing  craft  to  give  them  life.  Along  here  at  Summerland 
there  are  oil  derricks  enough  to  make  a  good  Pennsylvanian  feel  thor- 
oughly at  home,  but  the  quantity  of  these  derricks  — a  veritable  forest, 
stretching  along  the  beach  is  not  so  significant  as  the  fact  that  hundreds 
of  them  are  x)lanted  in  the  surf  and  even  at  sea  far  beyond  the  low  tide 
)nark.  It's  a  clear  demonstration,  here,  that  oil  and  water  will  not 
mix,  for  down  through  many  feet  of  surging  sea-water  these  oil  pipes 
go,  tapi)ing  the  vein  of  crude  oil  flowing  hundreds  of  feet  below  the  ocean 
bottom.

A  vivid  contrast  to  the  suggestions  of  utility  offered  by  Summer- 
land's  forest  of  derricks  is  Miramar,  in  full  view  of  the  sea,  a-  its  mnsiral 
name  suggests.  It  is  a  colony  of  summer  and  winter  homes,  witli  ;irti~ric 
houses  banked  high  by  climbing  roses,  with  palms  and  olives  and  trnj  ,ii  al 
foliage  waving  in  the  gardens  all  about.  Miramar  is  a  tributary  >iil>uili 
of  Santa  Barbara,  as  is  Montecito,  another  charming  footliill  >it('  tor 
country  homes.  The  houses,  which  one  may  see  from  the  train:  tlie 
orchards  of  lemon  and  orange  and  olives;  the  artistic  and  well-cultixated 
grounds,  all  tell  of  the  character  of  the  peo])le  who  make  their  homes 
in  this  Eden  spot,  on  the  rolling  hills  and  moraines  that  lead  from  the 
rugged  gray  mountains  that  form  Santa  Barbara's  setting.

favorite  winter  resort  for  health  tourists,  and  in  summer  Californians 
have  ever  favored  this  beautiful  coast  city,  with  its  remarkable  stretch 
of  bathing  beach  and  its  charming  walks  and  mountain  drives,  its  oppor- 
tunities for  athletics  and  all  out-of-door  sports.  The  hotels  are  first  class 
in  tlipi'i-  e(juipment,  the  principal  ones  being  the  Arlington  and  the  Potter. 

The  Arlington  is  on  the  main  street,  well  up  toward 
the  center  of  the  city,  and  derives  its  patronage  from 
its  conservative  friends  who  make  it  yearly  part  of 
their  pilgrimage.    The  Potter  is  down  by  the  ocean, 
an  elaborate  and  perfectly  equipped  modern  hotel. 
The  new  railway  station  of  the  Southern  Pacific  is

At  Atascadero  one  may  see  the  m 
encam})ment  of  national  guard  and  reu 
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who  go  to  war  could  have  their  choice  of  a  camping  and  fighting  country 
they  would  surely  select  a  spot  like  this,  with  plenty  of  shade,  plenty  of 
water,  rolliug  hills  for  defense,  and  ambuscades  of  chaparral  and  man- 
zanita  on  tlic  hillsides  for  shelter  while  deploying  upon  the  enemy.  Tliis 
site  is  OIK'  of  se\  eral  recommended  for  one  of  five  permanent  army  camps, 
where  men  who  play  at  soldiering  may  be  drilled  side  by  side  with  those 
who  make  a  business  of  figliting  for  their  country. 

Beyond  this  point  the  vallej''  broadens  and  the  road  enters  the  hot 
spring  region,  in  the  center  of  which  is  El  Paso  de  Robles,  meaning  "pass 
of  the  oaks. a  unisical  name  given  by  the  Californians  of  a  half  century 
ago.  Here  at  i'aso  IJobles  and  at  Santa  Ysabel,  close  at  hand,  are  mineral 
springs  of  all  sorts  and  sizes  and  temperature;  claj^-mud  springs,  sand 
s}iiiiios,  iron  sinijigs,  sul})hur  springs,  soda  springs,  lithia  springs;  all 
within  a  small  area  as  if  marshaled  here  by  a  guiding  hand  for  the  healing 
of  the  nations.  The  elevation  is  720  feet  above  sea  level,  about  that  of 
Carl  shad,  or  Baden-Baden,  or  Kissingen.  A  great  flowing  well  furnishes 
fully  2,000,000  gallons  daily  of  hot  sulphur  water.  It  is  excellent  for 
both  interna]  and  external  uses.  The  hot  lithia  spring  is  124  degrees; 
the  great  sulphur  spring  107  degrees.  The  sanitary  value  of  these  won- 
derful founts  of  healing  was  recognized  long  ago,  and  every  season 
seekers  for  health  come  here  to  be  cured,  much  as  the  sufferers  of  France 
make  their  pilgrimage  to  Lourdes,  but  there  is  no  superstition  or  chance 
or  charm  associated  with  the  healing  practised  here;  the  dry  air,  the

They  are  ever  green 
like  tlios(>  of"  Palestine.  llci"e  are  oaks  that  ma\-  have  served  as  roofs  to 
Indian  eoiiiicil  halls,  with  closely-lappinji:  leaves  that  shed  the  ram  and 
hide  the  sun:  with  branches  that  spread  so  wide  and  bow  so  low  that 
thev  seem  like  great  sheltering  arms  that  both  caress  and  i)rotect.  And 
then  come  the  i)rune  orchards,  for  this  is  the  great  prune  producing 
valley  of  (California,  in  Santa  Clara  county  alone  are  planted  more 
than  five  million  prune  trees,  over  six  hundred  thousand  apricot  trees, 
about  five  hundred  thousand  peach  trees,  twenty  thousand  almond  trees, 
besides  quantities  of  walnut,  apple,  fig,  orange,  lemon,  and  other  fruit 
and  nut  trees.  Tlie  blossom  festival  held  on  these  floral-clad  slopes  is 
an  annual  e\"ent,  for  which  people  come  for  miles  to  join  in  the 
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lip  tlio  San  Mateo  and  San  Francisco  ])enin- 
snla.  ojie  of  tlie  most  attractive  sections  of 
(  alilornia.  Plere  are  more  oaks— and  plenty 
of  them— stnrdy  and  gnarled,  stretching  away 
from  the  track  on  both  sides,  scattered  over 
nelds  and  forming  the  centering  point  in  the 
door-vards  of  attractiA^e  villa  homes,  for  these 
,11  e  suhnrban  residences  through  here— many 
of  tliem— the  outing  jjlaces  of  city  residents; 
some  with  vineyards  and  orchards,  all  with 
snperbly  kept  lawns  and  doorways,  and  all 
allowing  a  lavish  disregard  of  wealth  that 
reminds  the  traveler  that  here  is  open-handed, 
Iree-hearted  California,  the  land  of  gold  and 
qnicklv-made  riches.  Mountain  View,  Palo 
Alto,  Menlo  Park,  Fair  Oaks,  Redwood  City, 
Snn  (!arlos,  Belmont,  Beresford,  San  Mateo, 
Bnrlmgame,  Millbrae— these  are  some  of  the 
towns  along  the  way  as  attractively  named 
as  tliev  are  attractive.  Palo  Alto  is  the  site  of 
11  le  Stanford  university,  a  marvel  among  the 
colleges  by  reason  of  its  rapid  develop- 
ment, its  wonderful  endowment,  aggregating 
$30,000,000,  and  its  superb  equipment  of 
buildings  and  men.  Redwood  City  is  the 
countv-seat  of  San  Mateo  county ;  Burlingame 
and  San  ]\Iateo  fill  for  San  Francisco  much  the 
place  that  Lenox  does  for  Boston  for  people 
ot  wealth  and  culture,  who  love  homes  sur- 
rounded by  parks  and  rural  peace.  Far  back 
m  the  hills  this  region  of  country  homes 
extends— hills  that  are  variegated  pictures  in 
s])]-ingtime,  when  the  rains  have  forced  their 
carpet  of  verdure,  and  wild  flowers  of  every 
hue  run  riot  everywhere.
